ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PEABODY LIBRAR\ 
COMMITTEE FOR THE YEAR ENDING 
JANUARY 31, 1910. 

The que.stion of supplying the demands of a growing library 
in the purchase of books which will be beneficial and popular, 
is one of increasing importance. For tliis reason, it may not 
be out of place to give this subject some com-ideration in the 
report herewith presented. The character of the books most 
sought for depends much upon environment, and the manner 
in which opportunity for reading has been enjoyed and taste- 
developed. In such cases it seems wise not to make the stand- 
ard too rigid, but to give what is innocent and wholesome even 
though not the most intellectual. The time will come when 
better things will be appreciated. 


REPOKTS OF COMMITTEES. 


1.5 


Most public libraries have a large fund annually donated for 
the purchase of books. If the call for fiction is insistent, as in 
places where a large part of the community, through weariness 
or lack of time demand the romantic and amusing, the shelves 
will eventually become laden with a mass of ephemeral, trivial 
books soon forgotten and of no use even for reference. In this 
connection, however, it may be said in passing, \\vc\A. these 
books have done their part in keeping their readers from the 
sensational and the harmful, and the librarian or purchasing 
committee is fully justified in pursuing a policy in accord with 
these conditions. As a rule the puVdic libraries in such towns 
or cities have a large income and can afford to be liberal in 
their purchases. There are others, our own for instance, 
whose monthly expenditures is to be reckoned with care. The 
thought naturally arises:— if a limited income be the means 
of greater care in choosing the accessions, the condition is not 
without its compensation. 

Another phase of the question, fully as important as the 
first, is in dealing with books which are off color. Public 
librairies should, and doubtless do, constitute the bulwark of 
morality and decency against such publications, but they do 
creep in occasionally, however closely watched. It would seem 
that a librarian's exchange where certain books might be 
blacklisted, would be of great help in the work of elimination. 
There is a pox)ular fallacy that books of this character are strong 
and virile, and persons of independent thought should read 
them. Doubtless some few are well written, but mostly the}’’ 
are weak and vicious. , 

Without doubt, the duty of writing an annual report would 
become monotonous, w^erc it not that fresh inspiration comes 
with each lot of new books. A brief glance in review of oui’ 
year’s purchases may not be unprofitable. In exploration, 
give Shackleton first rank for heroism, persistence and splendid 
courage. If one looks for a more glowing scene turn to Fur

Ferreio's “Greatm'.ss and Doeline of Home." is a 
work of vast importance to the student of history, who will 
also find a graphic picture of the great struggle between Russia 
and Japan in Kuropatkin's book. In biography, I' rank San- 
born’s “ Recollections of Seventy Years," taki*s fii-st rank, uml 
is the life story of one who was foremost in the anti-slavery 
cause and knew intimately all the great leaders from John 


Brown to Garrison. 

Stanley’s Autobiography is the life record of a wondeiful 
man who, from the lowest obscurity raistal lumsiJf to fame and 
highest honors. A very charming book is the “ Life of Lady 
Caroline Norton," whose doim*stic troubles stirred Lnglish 
society to its depths in 44\e first part of the last oentuiy'. 

In fiction, our own authoi's staml well to th*^ front in merit 
and popularity: — “The Chippendales," an exec^lent .study of 
certain ph;\si's of Boston life, is perhaps toi» local to be of gen- 
eral interest Marion Crawford’s “White SLst(‘r" and “Stra- 
della" made the last year of his life especially rieh ami fruitful 
“The Silver Horde" by Rex Ib-ach has liad many admirers, 
and William Allen White’s “A (Vrtain Rich Man" fairly divides 
the honors with Hall (’nine’s “White Prophet.’ M illium 
Winter’s “Old Friemls" is written w’ith all the fire and vigor 
of his younger days, while Ralph Waldo Emerson’s “Journals" 
has its own large coterie of readei*s who w'orship at the shrine 
of the Concord sage. A frankly indecent book is easily dealt 
with, but there are others, innocent in the main but with a 
blemish on which the point of the story turns; the line of demar- 
cation does not always show itself, but it is there without 
question. Two books recently appeared which were received 
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by many of the reviewers in flattering terms; the one under the 
guise of being independent is well written, but specious and in- 
sidious to a degree, false in its philosophy, false in morality, 
false in everything but its syntax. The other is so audacious- 
ly, unblushingly indecent that there was no hesitation in rele- 
gating it to where it belongs. Happily, in neither case was the 
author an American. 

Death has been busy during the year with men in literary 
life. Two great writers of fiction, George Meredith and F. 
Marion Crawford have passed away. Both were eminent, 
and in some respects, the antitheses of each other. Mr. Mere- 
dith^s life work had been accomplished and he was enjoying the 
reward of his literary labors and the regard of his contempor- 
aries. Despite his cryptic style he had hosts of enthusiastic 
admirers, men and women of the highest culture, who will con- 
tinue to read his books and revere his memory. 

Mr. Crawford died while his powers were apparently unim- 
paired, and his splendid imagination undimmed. His was the 
art of the story-teller to perfection. His style was graphic, 
virile, limpid. His knowledge of Rome, Roman society and 
Roman family life was not equalled by any living writer. If 
he had left nothing but the Saraceuesca stories, his place in 
literature would have been secure. To many his death will 
be regarded as a personal loss. 

This passing glance takes in but a few of the many choice 
books added to our shelves during the year. The committee 
have tried to suit all tastes so far as the means at their dis- 
posal would allow. The members have faithfully discharged 
their duties, and the attendance at the monthly meetings has 
been most gratifying. The manner in which the work of the 
library has been carried on reflects the highest credit on the 
librarian, Mr. Osborn, whose directing hand is seen in the court- 
esy with which every patron is received, and his wants supplied. 

Of the janitor, Mr. McKeen, only words of praise can be

Among the accessions of the year are included Historical 
Digest of the Provincial Laws, Lynn in the Revolution, Assisi 
of St. Francis, Great Masters of Dutch and Flemish Painting, 
Birds of the World and History of North American Animals. 

The work of the Librarian has been faithfully and efficiently 
performed and the patrons of the Library courteously treated 
and their requests cheerfully and promptly attended.

A course of four lectures was arranged for the season of 1909 — 
1910, costing $210, police service S8, and printing $1.75, leaving 
a balance of .$5.25 from our allowance of $225. 

On account of Mr. Lochwitsky retiring from the lecture field, 
and cancelling his engagement with us, the Committee secured 
Ex-Governor Hoch of Kansas for the opening lecture.

Librarian’s Report. 


To THE Lyceum and Library Commiitee: — 

The report of the Librarian of the Peabody Institute Library 
for the year ending January 31, 1910 is respectfully submitted. 

The circulation, 38,596, compares with 44,258 in 1908—09 
and 38,563 in 1907 — 08, and in spite of the decided decrease 
was the largest in the history of the library with the sole excep- 
tion of last year. It is an axiom in library circles that indus- 
trial depressions are invariably times of marked increase in the 
use of library books, and our e.xperience of the past two years 
is simply another proof of the correctness of the statement. 

Except for the marked improvement in business in town, 
there is, so far as known, no other reason for the decrease. 

In accordance with the recommendations in the last year’s 
report there have been purchased during the past year a number 
of novels in French, and their use has been amply sufiScient 
to justify the expenditure. When our funds permit, it would 
be well to do something in the way of adding small collections 
in some of the other modern' European languages, in view of 
the present character of the population of our town. 

During the past two years a good-sized collection of books 
for the assistance of foreigners desiring to learn the English 
language has been purchased, and the use of the collection 
shows that they have been thoroughly appreciated. 

The policy has been continued of purchasing, as far as pos- 
sible, popular Fiction in Chivers and publishers’ reinforced 
bindings^ and the wisdom of this course is now becoming appar- 
ent in our decreased bill for binding, which the past year 
amounted to $289, as compared with $376 in 1908 — 09, and 
$379 in 1907 — 08, and this result was obtained notwithstanding

rewritten; the continuation of this work for another year will, 
it is believed, put the entire collection in such shape that the 
occasional rewriting of a sheet here and there will keep it in 

wood condition indefinitely. . , • t 

It was stated in last year’s report that the circulation of 
books thivugh tho West Pealmdy DeUvery Station was steadily 
decreasing, and the latter part of the past year it had fallen so 
low as to render its luaintenance unwarrantable, and it was con- 
sequently discontinued in Uccember. 

It has been heretofore suggested that a Uelivery Station in 
South Peabody might be well patronized, and it may be well 
the coming year to look the ground over with a view to estab- 
lishing one in that section it if seems warrantable. 

Our membership in the Library Art Club has been con- 
tinued, and the following exhibitions have l>een given:
